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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed November 12, 2007 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

In regard to the arguments that the combination of Deacon, Mitani et al, and 
Carpenter et al do not teach that the first fluid differs from the second fluid, the 
Examiner disagrees. Applicant argues that Deacon teaches a single fluid and not a first 
and second fluid, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary 
reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it 
that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the 
references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would 
have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 41 3, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). Furthermore, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. 
See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 
F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

In regard to the argument that Mitani et al does not teach a groove, the Examiner 
disagrees. A groove is a very broad term and only requires two sidewalls, a bottom 
and/or a top. Elements 21-23 of Mitani et al must have two sidewalls, a top, and a 
bottom to function. Therefore, elements 21-23 fall within the definition of a groove and 
read on the claimed limitation. 

In regard to the argument that Deacon, Mitani et al, and Carpenter et al do not 
teach that the rings R do not increase in distance from the common point, the Examiner 
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disagrees. Looking at figure 19 in Deacon, it is clear that the flow arrows are aligned 
inwardly and outwardly and nose next to tail, As shown in figures 5 and 6 the holes that 
cause the flow are at an angle; Therefore, inlets to the outwardly flowing holes must be 
at a radius smaller than the radius of the inlets to the inwardly flowing holes. If the inlets 
had the same distance, the resulting gas flow would not be the same as required by 
Deacon in figure 19. (See figures below)

Therefore, Deacon, Mitani et al and Carpenter et al teach the claim limitation.
